A condition in the North 
Dixon 


school district, which has grown to 
be serious, has caused a commission

The cause is an epidemic of scar­ 


let fever which has started among 


school children on the north side of 
the river. There are at present eight 


cases of the fever, all on the north 


side of the ri\er but one, which is 


on tlx* south side, but in the North 
Dixon school district. 


The. commission of doctors, whose 


names are mentioned elsewhere to­ 


night, met this afternoon at the city 


hall and decided to recommend the 
closing of the North Dixon schools 


tonight for the rest of t ie week. A
